A HAVEMEYER DUCHESS. 


Edythe, Daughter of the Late Henry 
Havemeyer, to Wed Grafton’s Heir.

LONDON, Monday, June 22.—The 
Post announces the engagement, of the 
Earl of Euston, the: eldest: surviving 
son of the Duke of Grafton, and 
Edythe Havemeyer, youngest daugh- 
ier of the late Henry Havemeyer of 
New York. 

The Earl of Euston is the. Duke of 
Grafton’s second son, Alfred William 
Maitland. He was born in 1850, and in 
1875 married Margaret Rose Carring- 
ton Smith, who died in March, 1913. 

The Duke of Grafton enters his 
ninety-fourth year today, and is hale 
and hearty, despite his great age. 


Miss Edythe Havemeyer is the fourth 
child. and second daughter, of Henry 
Havemeyer, who died in 1886... She is 
the grariddaughter of William Frederick 
Havemeyer, who served three terms as 
Mayor of New York and died suddenly 
in his office in City Hall in 1874. Henry 
O. Havemeyer, the sugar magnate, who 
died in 1907, was a second cousin of her 
father’s. Miss Havemeyer is about 44 
years old.. She has spent much of her 
life abroad. . 

The Earl of Euston came into his pres- 
ent title in 1912, when his older brother, 
Henry James, died without issue. Lord 
Euston married Miss. Margaret Rose, 
the third daughter of Eric Carrington 
Smith, in 1875 and had three children 
by her, William Henry Alfred, the pres- 
ent Viscount Ipswich; Lillian Rose, now 
Mrs. Charles Robertson, and Mary Mar- 
garet, still unmarried. Lady Euston 
died in 1913. 

Lord Euston, whose name is Alfred 
William Maitland, is not as well known 
in this country as was his older broth- 
er, who made several trips to America, 
chiefly to‘atténd Masonic gatherings at 
which he represented King Edward 
VII. Like his father, the Duke of Graf- 
tori, Lord Euston.is entitled to bear the 
royal arms, of England “ brised’”’ by a 
bar. sinister, for he is descended from 
the first Duke of Grafton, whom CRarles 
II. believed to be his son by his fa- 
vorite, Barbara Villiers. This genealogy 
has been disputed by experts, but it has 
been officially confirmed by the Royal 
College of Heralds of England and the 
Crown. 

Lord Euston is 64 years old, and is 
prominent in English society. He is a 
member of the Travelers and Orleans 
Clubs, and maintains a’ residence at 
Whittlebury, Towcester. His. family 
fortune is said to be very moderate, 
however. The dukedom of Grafton is 
said’ to be one of the podorest in Eng- 
land. 


WIRELESS MUSIC 200 MILES. 


Strains from a Gramophone Picked 
Up by a Ship at Sea.

LONDON, June 21.—Strains from a 
gramophone playing “The Merry 
Widow Waltz” and “God Save. the 
King” were heard lately. by wiréless 
in the Nelson Line steamship High- 
land Scot during a voyage to Buenos 
Aires ‘by the third officer. The boat 
was passing Vigo-.at the time, and aft- 
erward -it was found that .the ship 
from which the wireless came was a 
private yacht 200 miles ‘away.

Capt. .Weeksiof tHe British freighter 
Isles of Mull, which arrived yesterday 
from’ Lisbén; reported having had a 
narrow escape from collision with a big 
ictbetg off? the Banks of Newfoundand 
on the night of June 16. The weather 
was very foggy and the temperature 
went down-so low ‘that he suspected 
the presence of ice and proceeded very 
cautiously.

Connecticut Trolley Company Ousts 
“the Mail—Government Scents 
a Concert of Action.

TACOMA, Wash., June 21.—Scores of 
star route carriers in the Pacific North- 
west are refusing to renew mail-carry- 
ing contracts with the Post Office De- 
partment. Carriers -who have received 
from $800 to $500 annuaily are retiring 
in disgust or insist that they must re- 
ceive from $5,000 to $15,000 yearly. For 


| eighteen months they have been deliv- 


ering sugar, flour, lumber, and other 
freight in cow counties distant from 
railroads and steamboats. 

Wholesalers find it cheaper to ship by 
parcel post than by freight. Carriers 
drawing small salaries have-been com- 
pelled under expiring contracts to de- 
liver .bulky freight with auto-truck or 
four-horse teams. One carrier who re- 
ceives $300 a year sent this message to 
the postal. authorities: 

Not for $10,000 yearly would I continue 
the work, and, besides, you may consider 
my bond forféited, and further and more- 
over, you may consider Uncle Sam evicted 
and dispossessed from my quarters. 


Another Star Route carrier receiving 
$1,500, when he was asked-to renew ais 
contract at the old figure, replied: 


Not on your life. After my experience 
with parcel post carrying milk and tea, 
dry goods, Christmas toys, and such like, 
I would not undertake the job for less than 
$12,000 yearly. and then I could hardly 
consider: myself a winner. 


Nearly all contracts expire on June 30. 
One carrier has contracted to carry mail 
for an increased sum. and parcel post 
frecight at 2 cents a pound. He will use 
an auto truck.

TROLLEYS OUST THE MAILS. 


Connecticut Company Ceases Service 
and Faces Government Action.

HARTFORD, Conn., Monday, June 22. 
—Stopping sharply at midnight last night 
the Connecticut Company, which oper- 
ates the trolley systems of Connecticut, 
ceased transporting the United States 
mail. Postmasters of the larger towns 
were busy all day yesterday in arrang- 
ing for automobiles to carry the mail to- 
day, and until permanent arrangements 
can be made. : 

For some time the trolley management 
has been protesting against the -over- 
loading of trolley cars with mail sacks 
to be carried from large cities to subur- 
ban towns and for rtral free delivery 
carriers. The managers of the trolley 
lines asked that the limit of six sacks 
of mail for each car be observed because 
the trolley crews, through their unions, 
were complaining and demanding more 
wages. ‘The Connecticut Company, in a 
statement issued yesterday, hinted .that 
the Government did not appreciate the 
bargain it had. The company is a sub- 
sidiary of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company. ’

WASHINGTON, June 21.—A _ serious 
difference has arisen between the Post 
Office Department and the Connecticut 
Company. While the department is not 
aware that a direct issue has, been 
raised in the same pointed manner by 
other mail carriers, the department 
feels that there is a general under- 
standing among the electric _mail car- 
riers all over the country. These car- 
riers, it is*asserted, have been trying 
for two years to obtain increases . in 
In some _ cases increases 
have been granted, but the department 
has served notice on the Connecticut 
Company that it will regard failure to 
carry the mails after midnight as-an 
‘““abandonment of. the service,’’ within 
the meaning of the mail laws, and the 
intimation was that the case would be 
taken to the courts to compel the road 
te continue its’ work. é 
The contract’ with the Connecticut 
Electric. Railway Company included 
about twenty routes Me ee from 
most of the important cities in Con- 
necticut. The service touches fifty-four 
stations and centres particularly about 
New Haven and Hartford. The com- 
pany asked in the first place heavy in- 
creases in pay and the elimination of 
certain requirements of the department. 
It .objected particularly to a require- 
ment that the motorman on, the eléc- 
tric cars collect and deliver mail at the 
Post Offices.

CAGED LIONS KILL 
A BROOKLYN MAN 


Emerson D. Dietrich, Jr., Vaude- 
ville Manager, Torn. to Pieces 
by Six Beasts in Chicago. 


TRAGEDY IN A FREIGHT CAR 


Animals Spring Upon Him When 
He Enters Their Cage — His 
Father a Wealthy Architect. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 21.—Emerson D. 
Dietrich, Jr., 24: years old, of 8,424 Bay 
Parkway, Brooklyn, N. ¥., was killed 
and partly devoured today by six caged 
lions in a freight car, side tracked in 
the Santa Fé Railroad yards at Six- 
teenth and Clark Streets. Dicirich, a 
former polo player was the manager 
for Mme. Adgle Costillo, a vaudeville 
performer and the owner of the lions; 
He was a famous swimmer and high 
diver. 

Dietrich had gone into the cage to 
clean it. He Was accompanied by 
George McCord, the keeper of the ani- 
mals. While McCord stood at the cage 
door with a pitchfork in hand, Dietrich 
edged his way to the opposite end of 
the cage. It was his intention to drive 
the lions toward the door so that his 
work would be unhampered. As he 
reached one corner of the cage Teddy, 
the most playful -of the six beasts 
sprang toward him. 

“Teddy, behave,’ commanded Die- 
trich, at the same time trying to avoid 
the beast. 

With its jungle instinct the animal 
forced the keeper against the bars of 
the cage. In another moment it had 
pounced upon him. The animal fastened 
its teeth into Dietrich’s throat and 
forced him to the floor. 

“ Teddy, Teddy,’’ shouted McCord, at 
the same time forcing back Trilby, a 
lioness, Which sought to join in the at- 
tack. 

With his fork the assistant keeper 
jabbed viciously at the other beasts in 
the cage. He rushed in, cornering Tril- 
by, but he could not control the other 
lions. 

By this time Dietrich had been 
dragged off his feet. Teddy and the 
other lions were tearing at his body. 

“Get down, Teddy. McCord, give 
him the fork!” Dietrich shouted. But 
McCord dared not approach, and Teddy 
no longer responded to:--his master's 
command. ; 

“I’m gone,” the ‘keeper 
“Can’t you get him off?” 

Vainly Seeks Help. 

Panic stricken McCord jumped from 
the car and ran for help. He ran to a 
near-by saloon, and called wildly to 
those inside, but no assistatice’ was 
forthcoming. He then seized the tele- 
phone and called for the police. _ 

“Men; have you no heart? * ‘he shout- 
ed to those in the barroom after a 
second pleading. Out into the street 
the excited keeper. ran.. A street -car 
was passing and he hailed it. 

“Help, help!”’ he _ shouted. 
lions have attacked the keeper! ” 

“A crazy man,”’ suggested one of the 
passeagers. The conductor pulled the 
bell cord and the car started on. 

“Isn’t there a man among: you,” 
yelled McCord as the car started away. 
Three men jumped from the rear plat- 
form and followed the keeper back to 
the freight yards. 

** He’s in there and the six lions are 
eating him up,’’ McCord explained. But 
assistance was too late. The lions had 
torn away Dietrich’s clothing and were 
gnawing at his body. McCord tried to 
force the beasts ‘away. They snarled 
and growled. One of them sprang 


toward the cage door and McCord scur- 
ried away. 

In his excitement McCord had left an- 
other cage open, and Nellie, another 
lioness confined there, sprang out. The 
beast jumped from the car and circled 
around it. The three volunteers, almost 
frightened to death, fled toward Clark 
Street. McCord stood and faced the ani-. 
mal, and when she jumped to the plat- 
form, beside the car he coaxed her to- 
ward him and succeeded in ery! a 
collar about her neck. Then he led her 
back to the cage. 3 

By this time Policeman Paul ap- 
peared and sent in a riot call.

Cowed by Formaldehyde.

“Give them a little of this,” shouted 
Ball. 

The fireman followed the suggestion 
and began pouring the embalming fluid 
into the cage. When the lions began to 
scent it they backed away from their 
victim. 

As they were gradually forced into 

the corner the throng that had now 
gathered got a view of Dietrich’s body. 
His arms and one leg were almost torn 
to shreds. 
While the firemen, with their pikes, 
prodded the lions into submission, Mc- 
Cord slipped his arm in cage and 
fastened a rope about Dietrich’s body.

Insuperable Objections to a Neu- 
tral. 


The deadlock a: Niagara Falls between 
the American and Huerta delegates over 
thei naming of a provisional President 
grew out of the demand of the. Huerta 
delegates for the naming of a neutral 
and the refusal of the United States to 
accept other than a’ Constitutionalist. 
Just what the Constitutionalists think of 
putting in a neutral is summed up by 
Sefior Cabrera in his statement as fol- 


Ows : 

‘A neutral man, equally acceptable to 
both sides—if such a man could be found 
in Mexico—would have to be either open- 
ly conservative or liberal. Jn the first 








casé; ‘the compromise would amount ‘to 
lacing the Government of Mexico into 
he ‘hands of ‘the conservative party, but 
the leadership of-a man who, by reason 
ef his honorable .eharacter,-or his moral 
standing, or his good faith in promoting 
the conservative cause, would make the 
realization of the reforms desired by the 
Constitutionalist party even more diffi- 
cult. 

‘““In the second case—that is, if such 
@ man belonged to the liberal party—it 
can be said in advance that he would 
not be a man of strong personality, and 
he would not have the firmness of‘ char- 
acter and intelligence so necessary to 
rule Mexico at the present time. At the 
stage which the Mexican revolution 
now has reached, the only neutral men 
who remain in the country are, in fact, 
those who, through fear, lack of patriot- 
ism, or indifference to political que8- 
tions have kept aloof. All other men 
of any significance who have not mixed 
in politics—and among whom a man, 
perhaps, could be selected for that pur- 
pose—are men of great financial re- 
sources who are intimately connected 
with the conservative elements, which 
now rule the country.”’ 

The question of an ‘“ immediate elec- 
tion’ is dealt with by Sefior Cabrera’s 
statement as follows: 

*“A compromise between Gen. Huerta 
and the Constitutionalists, by virtue of 
which Huerta would retire and Carranza 
would come in power, would also be very 
dangerous if it were immediately fol- 
lowed by a Presidential election. Mex- 
ico has not had a chance yet suf- 
ficiently to study the electoral laws. 
If the revolutionary Government, once 
in power, attempted immediately to hold 
new elections, great difficulties would 
at once be encountered, not only on ac- 
count of the present state of war, but on 
account of the lack of proper electoral 
laws to carry into effect a free and 
fair election. If the revolution were 
checked at the present time and imme- 
diate elections held, the conservative 
element would have'a new opportunity 
to win in a farcical election i making 
use of the same means that it has so 
successfully used in the past.’’ 


Causes of Madero’s Failure. 


Concerning the causes of Madero’s 
failure, Sefior Cabrera’s statement says: 
e ‘‘ When Madero came into power in 
November, 1911, he found the Govern- 
ment in such condition that he was un- 
able to change its direction and was 
forced to accept existing conditions and 
even the Cabinet appointed by de la 
Barra, in which the most influential 
part was vlaved by Ministers Calero, 
Hernandez, and Ernesto Madero. Sur- 
rounded by nearly all the Diaz people, 
Madero could not establish a reform 
policy. During all the time of his Gov- 
ernment he was constantly called by two 
opposite tendencies—on one side the re- 
actionary in favor of the Diaz régime, 

nd on the other side the revolutionary. 

ero t make friends out of 
the Diaz partisans, but whsuccessfully. 
At the same timé he lost the support 
ef the greater number of the men who 
helped ‘him’ during the revolution. : 

ie During Madere’s Government the po- 
sition of the revolutionary element was 
uncertain and awkward, and, while they 
were supposed to be exercising a great 
olitical influence through Madero, prac- 
ically rhey bad no influence whatever, 
since the Madero Government was al- 
most ¢ontrolled by the conservative Cab- 
inet. After the death of President Mad- 
ero the position of the revolutionary ele- 
ments became clearer. During his life, 
for reasons of loyalty and hope of a 
change, they had never taken an ag- 

regsive attitude against him, but once 
he President was dead, and nothing to 
be hoped for from Huerta, there was 
no difficulty in renewing the struggle, 

“Tt has been widely stated that the 
Carranza movement has only the P 
pose of avenging the death of Madero 
and reinstating the office holders ap- 
pene ty him. This is not the case. 

he purposes of the Constitutionalists 
are higher and better defined than were 
the motives of the 1910 movement. The 
Constitutionalists propose the re-estab- 
lishment of a Constitutional Govern- 
ment in Mexico, but as they realize the 
unfitness of the Mexican Constitution 
and other laws, they intend to reform 
them in order to have a system fitted 
to the country. 

“There is no doubt that peace in 
Mexico cannot -be established unless a 
complete change takes place in the Gov- 
éernment’s personnel and in the systems 
and laws. This is the reason that the 
Constitutionalists apecer too radical to 
those who would like to find a way of 
parifying, Mexico at once. 

“Phe Constitutionalists mean to begin 
immediately such economic reforms, and 
especially such agrarian reforms, as are 
necessary to offer to the lower classes 
an opportunity of improving their con- 
ditions—division of ped estates, equali- 
zation of taxation, and, in places where 
it is necessary, the re-establishment of 
the egidos or communal land system.”

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Rafsel Zu- 
baran of the Constitutionalist Junta in 
Washington said late tonight that the 
reply of Gen. Carranza to the A.B C 
notes of June 2 and 5 relative to Con- 
stitutionalist’ representation in the Ni- 
agara Falls conferences had not been 
received in Washington. When the sum- 
mary of the Carranga answer, as tele- 
sraphed from El Paso, was brought to 

e attention of Constitutionalists here 
tonight they said they were not sur- 
prised. ; 

What Gen. Carranza is reported to 
have said in his answer tallies exactly 
‘with what Sefiors Zubaran and Cabrera 
have all along understood to. be the 
position of Gen. Carranza, and: corrob- 
orates statements they have been mak- 
ing in Washington for the geet month 
as to the attitude of the First Chief 
of the Constitutionalist cause. 

Analysis of the notes exchanged siace 
April 28 between the A B C envoys and 
Gen, Carranza shows that Gen. ‘Car- 
ranza has from the beginning been will- 
ing to send delegates to Niagara for the 
discussion of the international confict 
between the United States and Huerta.. 
Gen. Carranza has “been” unwilling to 
send his delegates to Niagara on any 
other basis. ; 

From the start he has insisted that he 
could not assent to the suggestion of an 
armistice. This would be opposed by 
his Generals in the field and would ac- 
crue to the advantage of Gen. Huerta. 
From the beginning he has been stub- 
born, though diplomatically polite, in 
refusing to consent to the discussion of 
Mexico’s internal problems at Niagara 
Falls, or in any other ‘ gutside’’ con- 
ference in which other than Mexicans 
were participating. 

His reason for this has been his be- 
lief that the internal protiems of Mexico 
can only be settled by Mexicans: The 
original invitation of the A B C envoys 
said nothing about mediating with an 
armistice, or of embracing within its 
scope the internal affairs of Mexico. 
Gen. Carranza only accepted because 
his understanding of the invitation for 
participation was_ specifically and in 
plain terms limited to mediation of the 
pending conflict between Huerta an 
the nited States—the internationa 
phases of the Mexican problem in which 
the United States was interested. 

The Constitutionalists believe that the 
mediators committed a grave error when 
they sought to compel an armistice and 
to: broaden the scope of their original 
invitation. The position of the Consti- 
tutionalists is that it is only the pride 
of the A B C envoys that has brought 
mediation to the verge of a collapse, as 
indicated by the refusal of the mediators 
to remove the obstacles that they them- 
selves have placed in the way of Con- 
stitutionalist participation in the con- 
ference. 


NO BACKSTAIRS CONFERENCE. 


Junta at Washington Still Insistent 
on Point.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Constitution- 
alists here tonight said that Fernando 
Iglesias Calderon, who was reported as 
having passed through Laredo, Texas, 
yesterday on his way to Washington, 
was probably coming simply to join 
Sefiores Zubaran, Cabrera, and Urquidi, 
who are members of the junta here. 
Sefior Calderon, who was recently in 
the United States, has been expected 
to return after conferring with Gen. 
Carranza. It is thought that when he 
comes here he will be able to give at 
first hand Gen. Carranza’s views on 
later developments, and this may be of 
value in conversations with the De- 
partment of State, 

A report was called to the attention 
of the Constitutionalists that, while the 
mediation conférences proper were pro- 
ceeding with the settlement of inter- 
national problems, Constitutionalist i 
resentatives might meet the uertigta 
délegates at Niagara Falls and try to 
reach an agreement with them, pos- 
sibly aided by the United States, in re- 
gard to the internal affairs of Mexico. 
To this, one of them replied that they 
adhered to their original determination 
that they would go to Niagara Falls in 
a formal capacity. fully equal to that 
of the Iiuertista’ and American dele- 
gates, or not at all. 

One well informed Constitutionalist 
said that he believed mediation would 
now leave the broader aspects of Mexi- 
ean affairs alone, for the time bela at 
least, and confine itself to the: intefna- 
tional differences. All Constitutionalists 
here seem to think that unless the me- 
diators change their demands for a 
armistice the Constitutionalists -wi 
never be brought into it. From the. be- 
ginning eas have said that a_ sget- 
tlement of Mexican internal problems 
without .Constitutionalist appro would 
settle nothing except the fate of me- 
diation. 

The Constitutionalists here are still 
more worried about the differences be- 
tween Gen. Carranza and Gen. Villa 
than they are about anything else... Qne 
of them said today that he had wor 
that Gen. Carranza had not depose 
Gen. Felipe, Angeles as Acting Secretary 
of War, and he pointed to-the report 
that Gen. Villa was about to begin his 
attack on Zacatecas in obedience to 
Gen. Carranza’s order as indicating ‘a 
restoration of harmony. But they eager- 
ly seized every dispatch from the border 
and throughout the day they showed 
their feeling of insecurity. 

While Constitutionalists speak flatly 
of their determination not to go into 
the mediation conferences, except on a 
footing of equality with the view of 
participating in all the discussions, 
there is reason tonight, from what a 
man close to the Administration eave: 
to believe that Dr. Naon’s talk with 
President Wilson led him to hope that 
they might be induced to modi their 
decision. It is understood to be the 
hope of the Administration—and this 
may mean Mr. Bryan _ more than Mr. 
Wilson—that if the Constitutionalists 
can once be brought around the council 
table to discuss the international ques- 
tions, the scope of the conversations 
may gradually be extended to include 
domestic troubles.

“‘It is most unfortunate -that there 
should be such widespread comment and 
opinion that mediation is doomed to 
failure, and this is due largely to the 
fact that the mediators have not in the 
short space of a few weeks success- 
fully concluded their labors. Such a 
great problem, it must be remembered, 
requires, on the part of both mediators 
and commissioners, constant and de- 
liberate exchange of views on both 
general features and detailed points of 
a protocel or agreement, but this can 
only be accomplished successfully 
through the exercise of infinite patience 
and the use of much time. 

“There are two convincing reasons, 
in my opinion, why mediation must 
eventually~succeed. First is the per- 
sonality, influence, and backing of the 
mediators themselves. Ambassador da 
Gama, Ministers Naon and Suarez are 
undoubtedly three of the ablest diplo- 
mats whom Washington has known in 
many years.

FUMES FELL 17 FIREMEN 
Two Acting Chiefs of Battalion 
Among Those Overcome in a 
Reade Street Cellar.

The thrilling rescue of a man. swing- 
ing from the shutter of a sixth-floor 
window and the overcoming of seven- 
teen firemen by smoke and gas fumes 
marked two downtown fires yesterday. 

The rescue was made by two honor 
men of the Fire Department, Lielit. 
Jacob Levy and Fireman Frank Wint- 
rick, both of Hook and Ladder No. 6, 
at a fire in the morning in the six-story 
livery and boarding stable of C. H. 
Meyer at 219-221 Cherry Street, near 
Rutgers. The seventeen firemen, two 
of them acting battalion chiefs, were 
overcome in an afternoon fire in Pe 
cellar of the New York Talki a- 
chine Company's offices, at 63 Reade 
Street, near Church. 

The property loss in the stable fire 
was estimated at $20,000. In t alk- 
ing Machine Company’s fire $5, dam- 
age was done to the building and sev- 
eral thousand dollars’ ‘wo of disk 
records were destroyed. 

The fire in the stable originated on 
the sixth floor from an unknown cause. 
It was discovered by Patrolman Joseph 
Kennedy of the Madison Street Station. 
Chief Kenlon responded to a second 
alarm, and, as the stable adjoined a 
lumber yard, he promptly sent in a 
third alarm. 

The fire ate its way dowpward rapidly, 
and the first concern of the firemen 
was to save the horses tied in stalls_on 
the second, third and fourth floors. Po- 
licemen from the Madison Street Sta- 
tion joined in the rescue work, and 200 
horses were got out of the - building. 
Several policemen. and firemen were 
trampled in a stampede of ninety horses 
from the fourth floor to the street, but 
ambulance ah ge from Gouverneur 
Hospital foun no. sertous injuries 
among them. The ninety horses that, 
reached the street in a bunch scattered 
in all directions, and it took a long time 
to round them up.- 

Plucked from Swaying Shutter. 

While the horses were being run out 
@ man was seen at a window on the 
sixth floor. The flames were leaping 
from the window over his head, and it 
was’ evident that he could not stay an- 
other second inside the building. While 
the firemen were shouting to him not 
to Jump d making preparations for a 
rescue, the man clim out of the 
window and ane with his hands over 
the top of a swaying shutter. 

Tongues of flame were reaching out 
toward him, and escape from death 
seemed impossible, when Lieut. Levy 
and Fireman ,Wintrick, with the aid of 
others, placed a thirty-five-foot exten- 
sion ladder on the roof of the lumber 
yard office and rested its upper end 
against the burning building. ut the 
ladder. reached only to the fourth floor. 
Lieut. Levy called for scaling: ladders, 
and'two were passed to him. ith these 
he climbed to the sixth floor and took 
the\man from the shutter just as he was 
about to let go. His hands' and face 
were scorched, and the firemen won- 
dered that he had been able to hold on 
as long as he did. 

Lieut. Levy carried the man down 
the swaying scaling ladder to the fifth 
floor, where Wintrick was r y to 
help him the remainder of the be i 
The two firemen took the man safely 
to the fourth floor and then down the 
extension ladder to the street. 

The watching crowd held its breath 
until all three men were safe on the 
roof of the office building, and then it 
let loose a mighty roar of applause. 

The rescued man was Tony Schultz of 
154 Madison: Street, an employe in the 
stable. His escape had been cut off be- 
fore he discovered that the place was on 

re. ‘ 

In Lieut. Levy’s record two other acts 
of conspicuous bravery are chronicled. 
He rescued two children from a fire at 
Stanton: and Attorney Streets three 
years ago, arid about a year ago he 
saved Lieut. Schoener ofthe Fire De~- 
partment from being burned to death in 
an oil fire in ater Street. Lieut. 
Schoener was confined in a hospital for 
nine months before he fully recovered 
from his injuries. Fireman Wintrick 
was decorated with tl Mayor Strong 
medal for bravery in 1 for the rescue 
of Mary Devanne, 55 years old, at a fire 
at 33 Cherry Street. 

Disk and Gas Fumes Fell 17. 

The afternoon fire in Reade Street 
was in the cellar under the Talking 
Machine Company's offices. on the first 
floor of the bigeye 9 which runs 
through the block and has entrances at 
81 Chambers Street and 63 Reade Street. 
The cellar was occupied for twenty-five 
years by Leggett’s book store: ‘hou- 
sands of disk records were stored in it 
in the old book racks, and when these 
began to burn dense clouds of smoke 
poured up.

HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y., June 21.— 
The America, Rodman ‘Wanamaker’s 
flying boat, will be launched, named 
and have its first trial tomorrow, if the 
weather permits. Rain made it im- 
possible today to transport the body 
and engines of the machine from the 
Curtiss workshop to the edge- of Laifé 
Keuka. The wings, however, were car- 
ried down near the spot from which 
the America will be launched. If it is 
fair tomorrow work will be rushed in 
order to avoid a further postponement 
vf the first trial. Time has now he- 
come an element of great importance in 
the attempt to fly across the Atlantic, 
and every delay, counts against the 
chances of success. i 

If the flight does not take place be- 
fore the middle of July, there-will be 
the danger that the flying boat will 
come to the end of its career in one 
of the heavy storms which are frequent 
throughout the latter part of the Sum- 
mer over the southern route to the 
Azores. 

It was at first intended that the fly- 
ing boat should make its bid for The 
London Daily Mail prize of $50,000 in 
the early Fall. e time was fixed for 
early in July, after Lieut. J. C. Porte 
decided to fly by the southern route, 
and make stops at the Azores and in 
Spain, instead of attempting to make 
the entire distance across the Atlantic 
from Newfoundland to Ireland in a 
single flight. 

When the danger from storms was 
considered, however, it was decided to 
attempt the flight in the early part of 
July. The flying boat would probably 
have a very small chance in a heavy 
tropical storm. 

The body of the flier, which is made 
of one-half-inch white cedar strips and 
coated silk, weighs cong / 500 pounds and 
will carry nine times its weight in the 
wings, engines, oil, and human freight. 
The craft is believed to be too delicate- 
ly constructed And nicely balanced to 
survive extreme weather conditions in 
the air or in the ocean. 

Lieut. Porte and George E. A. Hal- 
lett, the two air pilots who will start 
with the America from St. John’s, N. 
will have no assurance of clear 
weather, even if the flying boat makes 
4ts start on time. The pilot charts snow 
that on an average three severe tropical 
storms every une sweep over the 
southern course. After the middle of 
July they occur much more frequeitly. 

Miss Katherine Masson of Ham- 
mondsport formally will name the air- 
boat. She drew the winning straw in a 
contest against her two cousins, Gladys 
Champlin and Emily Champlin. Since 
a champagne bottle would be likely to 
knock a hole in the frail bows of the 
America, an iron bar will be hung over 
the airboat’s side, against which she 
will smash the bottle. 

George E. A. Hallett, the second pilot, 
tried out the sleeping quarters on the 
boat yesterday. His feet rested under 
the pilot’s seat and his head lay _be- 
tween two large gasoline cans. Life 
preservers will be used for mattresses, 
if either of the two pilots can find the 
time or_the humor for a nap in the 
course of the flight. It will be. the 
duty of Hallett to climb out of the 
boat in order to make tests or repair 
the engines and propellors, which are 
directly above the boat. Hallett will 
have to climb through a network of 
wires, with the airboat making about 
sixty .miles an hour. Hallett will wear 
a lineman’s belt to hook himself to 
the struts when he must have both 
hands free. 

Lieut. Porte probably will make, the 
first trial flight alone with the boat, 
earrying only enough gasoline for a 
short trip. any more flights will have 
to be made to test the several departures 
in aeroplane construction embodied in 
the America. For. one thing, the flying 
boat has two engines and two sets of 
propellors. It is believed that in case of

Slayer of Husband Likely to be Re- 
committed as Insane. 


do not know why I killed him,’’ was the 
statement attributed by jail attendants 
today to Mrs. Mary Hardy Folsom, a 
Smith College graduate, who was ar- 
rested yesterday for shooting her hus- 
band, Henry H. Folsom, Chairman of 
the Somerville (Mass.)

Mrs. Folsom ts under the charge of 
nurses in a private room at the jail. 
According to the officials, while she 
expressed regret at the snooting, she 
appeared dazed and unable to recall all 
that had passed. She denied:that she 
had driven to the railroad to meet her 
husband with any intention of doing 
him harm. She explained her posses- 
sion of a revolver by saying that she 
had had one for some time to protect 
herself. Mrs. Folsom had an affecting 
interview at the jail with her sister, 
while her aged father, Capt. Washing- 
ton W. Hardy, a retired sea Captain of 
Dover, remained outside the room. 

One of the county officials expressed 
the opinion today that the woman would 
not be tried. He pointed out that she 
was released two years ago from ag 
asylum, where she had been confined 
for three years, and that steps could 
be faken to have her recommitted. It 
was learned from friends and relatives 
of the woman that she had expressed 
fear lately that she would be sent back 
to the institution. No action has been 
taken as yet toward having her ex- 
amined as to her sanity. She has 
placed her case in the hands of Dwight 
Hall, an attorney of Dover. 

Mr. Folsom was 43 years old. Mrs, 
Folsom is 38. The couple had no 
children. 


EMPRESS DIVER LOST. 


Man Who Recently Recovered Two 
Bodies Overcome at Work. 


RIMOUSKI, Quebec, June 21.—The ef- 
forts under way to recover bodies from 
the hull of the sunken liner Empress of 
Ireland cost the life of a diver today. 
Diver Cossoboom of New York, in the 
employ of the Quebec Salvage Company, 
with several other divers, donned his 
helmet and made a descent to the wreck 
on the bottom of the St. Lawrence 
River early this afternoon, high wind 
and heavy seas having prevented re- 
sumption of operations during the morn- 
ing. 

After Cossobodm had been down thirty 
minutes the men on the surface who 
were in charge of his apparatus tried to 
signal him but received no answer. Or- 
ders were at once given to two. divers 
from the British cruiser Essex who had 
gone down when he did to try and find 
out what was the trouble with him. 
They failed in their efforts and came 
to the surface almost exnaustcd and in 
no condition to return under water. 

Another diver from the Essex was 
sent down following the line from which 
Cossoboom was hanging and after fif- 
teen minutes he discovered the un- 
fortunate diver 130 feet below on the 
bottom of the river, lyi unconscious 
on his life line. The ritish diver 
signalled and was hauled at once to 
the surface carrying in his arms the 
unconscious body of Cossoboom. On 
board the schooner Josephine physi- 
cians made every effort to revive the 
unconscious diver but he died thirty 
minutes after he had been taken from 
the water. 

It is assumed that Cossoboom slipped 
from the hull of the Empress, his valve 
closing as he fell. It was he who last 
Friday succeeded in bringing up two 
bodies from the sunken liner. 


SILK HAT SAVED THE BEAVER 


New.Museum Group Moves Dr. Lu- 
cas to Faunal Reminiscences. 


The completion of a beaver group at 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory is the occasion for the publication 
in the current number of The American 
Museum Journal of a popular article in 
which Director Frederic A. Luéas tells’ 
how the silk hat saved the whole beaver 
family from extermination. The inven- 
tion of that style of headgear—it became 
popular in Paris about 1825—was too 
late to save the European beaver, but it 
gave a much-needed respite to his Amer- 
ican cousins, of which there are four or 
five geographic races or sub-species. 

The connection may seem obscure to 
those who do not know that from the 
year 1100 up to the early part of the last 
century the standard material for men’s 
hats ,was beaver fur. Even as late as 
1854. the EHiudson’s Bay Company dis- 
Posed of no fewer than 500,240 skins, al- 
thoughh that number probably repre- 
sented the accumulations of several 
— The result of the change in fash- 
on was that the price of beaver skins 
declined to a point at which trapping 
the beaver was no longer profitable, and 
for a time the animal was so little dis- 
turbed that it multiplied exceedingly. 
In 1869 skins were offered by the bale 
as low as 25 cents each. 

But the furriers and trappers were not 
to suffer the beaver to live long in 

eace. Soon fashion decreed the wear- 
ng of beaver furs, and this demand 
has kept down the numbers of beavers 
ever since. 

“If we Americans,” says Dr. Lucas, 
“were not a wasteful, improvident, 
lawless nation, there would be. little 
trouble in supplying all the beaver skins 
necessary, and there is small doubt that 
this will eventually be done. With 
proper restrictions, the natural increase 
of a beaver colony ,would yield a stated 
number of skins ‘annual the chief 
care necessary being to plant trees to 
provide a food supply. How readily 

his ‘could’ be done is shown by the 
pistory. of, the beaver in the State of 
New York, where they once abounded, 
and where in spite of persistent trap- 
ping they seem not to have been wholly 
exterminated, although in 1894 Mr. Rad- 
ford finds that not more than ten were 
left in the Adirondack region.

A sister flying-boat of Rodman Wan- 
amaker’s “ America,” which’ Glenn H. 
Curtiss has built for a. trans-Atlantic 
flight, piloted by Lieut, J. C. Porte of:

A flying boat has been entered for 
the Thomas Company, which probably 
will. enter in addition to a land ma- 
chine, equipped with floats.

HOTEL MEN IN VIENNA. 


Visitors Sang ‘‘ God Save the King” 
for Austrian Hosts. 


An echo from Vienna of the recent 
trip of the American Hotel Managers 
through Europe was heard yesterday. 
The President of the association had 
designated a Pennsylvania hotel man, 
suspected of being a proficient vocalist, 
as the song leader of the party, while on 
the voyage eastward, and he had 
coached ‘the singers of the party in the 
national airs of some of the countries 
to which thev were goings. 

As “God Save the King” has the 
same tune as “ America,”’ the hotel men 
got so they could roar that out with the 
enthusiasm of loyal Englishmen; and 
while some balked a little at the German 
and the French words, by the time they 
reached the other side they were able 
to thunder out “‘Die Wacht am Rhein” 
and “ The Marseillaise” so that it was 
least possible to distinguish one from 
the other. The Pennsylvania kapell- 
meister not being sure just how other 
national anthems went, it was voted that 
“ For He's a Jolly Good Fellow” might 
be-~sung whenever the party was wel- 
comed in anothe> country than England, 
Germany, and France. 

All went wel! until that night in 
Vienna, when the feasting was coming 
to a close and the flow of soul had be- 
gun. -Wine had been running in rivu- 


lets, and the Pennsylvania_ hotel man 
had been trying to impersonate a lake. 

The toastmaster of the Vienna feast 
had just finished a glowing eulo; of 
the hochgeboren Americanischer it- 
zer, at least that was what the narra- 
tor said he called the landlords, when 
sthe head of the American delegation 
was seen to nod at the song leader 
once, twice, thrice. It would be a good 
time, thought the President, to sing 
“ For He’s a Joy Good Fellow.” 

When at length it had been borne in 
upon the comprehension of the Pennsyl- 
vanian that it was up to him to act, he 
rose to his feet. He cast an inquiring 
look at the ceiling. For a moment words 
would not*come. But he finallv found 
his voice, and to the surprise of every- 
body, he launched out into “ God Save 
the King.” 

A smile went about among the Amer- 
icans, but after the first snicker they 
took up the British National Anthem 
and sang it through to the end, wher 
the Austrians and’ Hungarians present 
applauded vigorously. 


MUSEUM AIDS TRADE. 


Trieste Tries Out Experiment with 
Much Success, Our Consul Finds.

Busser explains, ‘‘ contains the latest 
statistical and trade publications, cus- 
toms tariffs and regulations of the Aus- 
trian and other Governments, and books 
and pamphlets on scientific, technical, 
commercial, and economic subjects. 

“The Museum’s information service 
investigates industrial and commercial 
conditions and speculative foreign mar- 
kets, supplies Austrian exporters. with 
confidential bulletins on trade oppor- 
tunities in their respective lines; cata- 
logues and distributes information on 
the industries, of Trieste and the ad- 
joining Fined me wag and compiles scien- 
tific, industrial, and commercial - data. 
This information is acquired through 
the connection of the museum with sim- 
ilar organizations or Cham! of Com- 
merce in foreign countries; with special 
correspondence among foreign producers 
and traders, with traveling salesmen and 
commercial. students abroad, and with 
the Austro-Hungarian.

TORONTO, Ontario, June 21.—All over 
downtown Toronto the Stars and Stripes 
floated with the Union Jack today, wav- 
ing welcome to the delegates of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of Ameri- 
ca, which will open their tenth conven- 
tion, an international session, in this 
city tomorrow. Saturday saw the first

WON NOBEL PRIZE FOR BOOK 


“Lay Down Your Arms” Her Most: 
‘Notable Contribution to. Peace 
Literature—Last Here In 1912. 


VIENNA, June 21.—Baroness Bertha 
von Suttner, the Austrian writer, who 
had devoted most of her life to the 
cause of peace and to whom was award- 
ed the Nobel. Peace Prize in 1905, died 
today. 

Baroness von Suttner had been fll for 
three weeks. She was undergoing a 
cure for. obesity which her constitution 
proved unable to bear. She left instruc- 
tions that her body be cremated at 
without religious ceremony, 
speeches, or flowers, her ashes to be de- 
posited in a columbarium there. 

Born in 1848, the daughter of Field 


| Marshal Count Franz von Kinsky, the 


Baroness became noted as the editor of 
Die Waffen Nieder, (Lay Down Your 
Arms,) the magazine of the Interna- 
tional Peace Bureau in Berne, which 
was named after a novel written by her 
in 1889, designed to spread the idea of 
peace throughout Germany and Austria. 

When a girl Baroness von Suttner was 
betrothed to Prince Adolf Wittgenstein, 
but he was killed in battle. In 1876 she 
was married to Baron Gundaar von 
Suttner, who died in 1902. In 1912 
Baroness von Suttner spent six months 
in the United States, where she de- 
livered a series of lectures in the cause 
of peace. 

The Baroness was at one time secre- 
tary to Dr. Alfred B. Nobel, who estab- 
lished the Nobel Foundation, and as,a 
champion of the “Brotherhood ‘of 
Nations”’ is said to have been the in- 
spiration that prompted him to offer his 
peace prize. She was a member of the

American Adviser Thinks the] 


| Revision May Pave Way for 
More Liberal Government. 


PRESIDENT’S VAST POWERS: 


Well as the Right of Veto.

PEKING,- Mey 10—Dr. Frank J. 

Goodnow, who plans. to give up his post 
of adviser to the President, of China 
and return to America»in August to. be- 
come President of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, is pleased with the revision of 
the provisional Constitution of this 
country. Though the revision of the 
Constitution is criticised and ridiculed 
by-the foregn press published in China 
—the Chinese ‘press not daring to do so— 
Dr.. Goodnow says it is much: like the 
drafts which he drew up at the re- 
quest of the President. ‘‘It ts modeled 
in a large meagsure,”" he says, ‘“‘on the 
Japanese Constitution, maising:. allow~ 
ance for a President as differing from 
an Emperor.” 
As reported. in the cable dispatches, 
the revised Constitution gives the Pres- 
ident practically dictatorial powers. He 
has held them hitherto, but not legally. 
He is now surrounded with the forms 
of legality. 

“* Of course it is true,’’ says Dr. Good- 
now, “that the President hag wide 
powers under the Constitution. He has, 
in-the first place, practically supreme 
Powers over the executive and: adminis- 
trative branches of the Gévernment, He 
appoints all civil and military officers, 
and has the power to dismiss. aH of- 
ficials, with the single exception’ of 
Judges; and his exercise of this power 
is. not subject to the. control of the 
Legislature. 

“ He ‘has also large powers of legis- 
lation, and holds practically absolute 
veto. power over -the actions of athe 
Legislature. This is to say, he has 
power to issue ordinances ‘not con- 
trary to law’ to promote public wel- 
fare as well as executions of law. And 
in ‘times of urgency,-when the Legisla- 
ture cannot: be called together, he has 
the power ‘to issue ordinances which 
law. .These ordi- 
nances, different from ordinances is- 
sued in promotion of public welfare, 
must be submitted to the Legislature 
for approval, and if disapproved be- 
come void. It will thus be seen that 
the President has concurrent power of

Carry Out New Regulations, but 
Can’t Get Necessary Forms. 


Although the Boylan anti-drug law 
is scheduled to become effective in New 
York on July 1, considerable doubt is 
held “among leading wholesale and reé- 
tail’ druggists, it was learned yester- 
day, as to whether. it will be possible 
for the authorities to put the new law 
into effect on that date, Paragraph 247 
of the Boylan bill provides that ‘‘ the 
State Commissioner of Health shall 
prepare and furnish to all Boards of 
Health dr officers official order blanks, 
serially numbered in duplicate, bound 
in book form, with carbon or transfer 
paper between tthe duplicate pages. The 
said . official’ order shall be furnisned 
by the local Health Board or officer to 
any local, duly licensed physician, 
dentist, pharmacist, druggist, or veter- 
inarian.”* 

The bill provides further that it shall 
be unlawful for any person to sell, fur- 


‘jnish, or dispose of ‘any of the habit- 


forming drugs referred to unless they 
are ordered on the official’ blanks. The 
object of this section of the bill was to 
prevent persons from purchasing drugs 
under the pretense that they were 
druggists or physicians by .means of 
“fake” letterheads or in other man- 
ner, and to prevent small dealers from 
ordering supplies greatly in excess of 
their legitimate needs. 

“There? was no appropriation made 
for the printing of these official blanks 


when the bill was passed on March 28, 
and has been none since,” said Joseph 
E. Toms, Secretary of the . National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, yes- 
terday, “‘and both wholesale and retail

Of the 
thirty-feur mothers of the organization 
all but one admitted using corporal 
punishment at some time in some form. 
To them “ corperal punishment ” meant 
anything from an occasional shaking 
to thé most formal and severe flogging. 
As many as fifty-six children, of from 
2 to 18, were invo}vad. 

To get at something definite, each 
mother described in writing, without 
her name, the last effense for which 
her child had been punished corporally 
and just what the punishment had been. 
The statements revealed the mest ap- 
palling lack of definite principles or 
agreement. For mere. carelessness, 
Some children were punished more se- 
verely than were others for willful dis- 
obedience or even moral turpitude. 
Strangely enough, the girls were treat- 
ed much more severely than the boys. 
Taken as a whole, the offenses and the 
punishments bore no fixed or logical 
relationship to each other. 

Each mother defined her idea of a 
punishment for a definite offense. (The 
“definite offense”’ was clear te all of 
us, but could not be made so to others 
in a few words.) The pupishments 
were absurdly different. They ranged 
from those that the child conjd hardly 
feel to fifty blows of the English rod 
or Scotch taws. In twenty-eight out 
of the thirty-four families some form 
of spanking prevailed—ruler, pad@le, 
hand, switch, strap, rod, were, in the 
erder named, the instruments of correc- 
tion. The blows ranged in number from 
three to ‘‘oh, until my strength gives 
out, probably a hundred er more.’ Re 
member that the children were. play- 
mates, in the same neighborhood, ¢on- 
stantly comparing notes, no doubt, 
Generally, a portion or all of the eloth- 
ing was removed. In only six BS pe ago 
was there a consistent rule to Ke the 
discipline wholly private. 

We realize that every child is differ- 
ent from every other child, every child- 
ish act different from every other, and 
that punishment should not function 
largely. Yet the present lack of agree- 
ment is senseless.

New Tenement Law Provisions 
Would Save Country Cottages. 


To the Editor. of The New York Times: 

A fire in New Brighton, Staten Island, 
at 2:30 A. M, last Sunday ruined the 
home of BE, L. Richards. The loss was 
estimated at $60,000, The family,. 
guests, and servants barely escaped in 
their night elothes. This fire is said 
to have been caused by a rat gnawing 
away the insulation om the electric wire 
which was near the dumbwaiter shaft. 
The fire, once started, spread through- 
out the building because the dumb- 
waiter shaft acted as a flue and per- 
mitted the fire to spread. 

A fire such as this and many of the 
others that occurred fetently on Long 
Isiend are @ disgrace to twentieth cen- 
tury civilization.

Coupled with the Canadian Northérn 
bill was the Grand Trunk Pacific Guar- 
antee bill, under which the Government 
guaranteed a further issue of bonds up 
to $16,000,000, principal and_interest, for 
the completion of the mountain section 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific. The ne- 
cessity of coming to the aid of these 
two railways, to whose projects. the 
Laurier Government had committed the 
country, developed when the work of 
the session had been well advanced, 

The Ministerial bill appropriating 
$1,200,000 to recoup the depositors in the 
Farmers’ Bank, _althoug a popular 
proposition, proved to be one of. the 
most contentious bills of the session. 
The Government had promised this 
measure of relief and based it upon the 
finding of the ke bs commission _inves- 
tigation of the jlure of the bank— 
namely, that the Treasury Board of the 
Laurier Government had been negligent 
in issuing a certificate to the bank in 
the face of repeated warnings that a 
fraud was being committed. The bill 
was attacked with vigor in the Com- 
mons on the gréund that it embodied a 
vicious principle and would establish a 
dangerous precedent. On that ground 
a majority of the upper house succeeded 
in killing this bill, in addition to which 
the Senate also Killed the Government 
measure to place with the_Postmaster 
General and the Treasury Board juris- 
diction over postal rates on newspapers 
and periodicals. 


CANADA’S FOREIGN TRADE. 


65 Per Cent. of the Country’s Im- 
ports Come from Here. 


According to. statistics prepared by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Canada is now a “billion 
dollar country,” its aggregate imports 
and exports of merchandise in 1913 hav- 
ing veer against $977,000,000 
in 1912, Its trade has, however, under- 


gone some contraction in more recent 
months, a fact clearly reflected in the 
bureau’s. report covering the movement 
of merchandise between Canada and 
the United States. 

In 1913 Canada’s imports .of .mer- 
chandise were $659,000,000 in value, 
while her exports were $436,000,000, im- 
ports thus averaging $55,000, and ex- 
ports $36,000,000 per month. Canadian 
imports, however, are sharply declin- 
ing from month to month, the total 
having been Figg in March, 1913; 
$61,000,000 in May, $58,000,000 in August, 
$50,000,000 in November, and $38,500,000 
in February, 1914, the smallest total 
shown in any month within the last two 
years. Exports of domestic products 
from Canada during October, Novem- 
ber,. and December. last, following the 
passage of the American tariff law now 
in force, rese to about $57,000,000 per 
month, but in January 14, had fallen 
to $25,000,000, and in February to. less 
than $21,000 600,600. The temporary bulge 
in the October-December period re- 
flected the unusually large shipments 
to the United States of flaxseed, hides, 
and printing paper, and of cattle, cream 
and other foodstuffs transferred to the 
free list by the new American tariff. 

American goods represented in the 
fiscal year 1913 65 per cent. of the en- 
tire imports of Canada, while the mar- 
kets of the United States absorbed 39 
per cent. of the Canadian products sol 
to foreign. countries.

WHY YOU SHOULD OWN YOUR HOME 


One of the items constituting the High Cost of Living is what a man pays for rent to the landlord 
each month. What sense is there in paying the landlord $30, $40, $50 or more per month, when the 
same amount of money could be paid on a home of your own, in which you could live with more com- 
fort and at the same time this amount of money could be the same as if you placed it in the savings bank?

Too Much “Competition” Worship. 


“In the attempts we are making to 
solve this very important problem of 
the railroads for the best interests of 
all, it is a very serious question 
whether’ there is not-.on the part of 
some: perhaps too great a worship of 
the word ‘competition’ at the expense 
of a failure to consider efficiency, the 
elimination ef waste, and the avoid- 
ance of duplication of capital. 

‘The character of service is an element 
to be considered along with cost. The 
railroad men of the United States today, 
to the very best of their ability, are 
trying so to manage the great prop- 
erties within their charge as to eliminate 
waste, to make a dollar go as far as it 
can, to avoid duplication of capital, and 
to produce for the people they are trying 
to serve a character of transportation 
that will help the country to go on with 
its growth and its onward march. The 
railroads have gone pretty nearly to 
the limit in their efforts to increase 
their efficiency, although there is always 
a chance to improve. They are getting 
heavier engines—engines capable of 
drawing heavier trains—and_ heavier 
rails. Managers are trying each year to 
make a dollar go further than the pre- 
ceding year, but there is something of a 
limit to what they can do, and in my 
own judgment that limit is very nearly 
reached. 

‘“‘The cost of producing new railroads 
connecting important communities is so 
great that none is likely to be built, 
and the country must depend on those 
now in existence and permit them to ex- 
pand to meet the increase in business. 

‘“‘The railroads of the United States 
have done a wonderful. piece of work 
since the civil war in practically rebuild- 
ing the transportation machinery of this 
country, so that today it is the wonder 
of foreign nations. ‘They have so done 
it that the capital invested represents 
but $60,000 per mile, while in England 
it represents $273,000 per mile, and in 
Germany $114,000 oor mile. The aver- 
age pay of the employes of the railroads 
is $733 per year, compared with $270 per 
year in England; and $388 per year in 
Germany. The average charge against 
the co of the United States for haul- 
ing 2,000 pounds one mile is only three- 
quarters of a cent. It is 21-3 in Eng- 
land, and 1% in Germany. 

“In other words, the railroads have 
succeeded here in producing a piece of 
machinery at a capitalization of $60,000 
per mile upon which labor is employed 
at the rate of $733 per year and the 
freight rate is from 11-3 to 1% cents per 
mile cheaper than in foreign countries. 
Not only that, but the best appliances, 
the latest inventions for the safety and 
comfort of employes are found on the 
railroads of this country. Our people 
demand and our railroads supply better 
facilities for safe and luxurious travel 
than in any other country. 


“Stop, Look, and Listen.” 


“There have been three Rs in the 
railroad business in the last twenty 
years—Ralising wages, Raising taxes, 
and Reducing rates. It looks now as 
if we had reached very nearly the part- 
ing of the ways. and that if the nation 
wants continued expansion and a de- 
velopment of its railroads these thrée 
Rs cannot go on, because there will not 
be money enough to foot the bills. 

‘““We put up at a railroad crossing a 
sign, and we letter it: ‘‘ Stop, Look, and 
Listen.” Has not the time come when 
the nation should stop and see whether 
it is now putting a greater burden on 
its transportation agencies than they 
can bear, and look ahead and see what 
is needed in order to let the business 
of this country go on and grow?”’ 


SIMMONS URGES A LET-UP. 


Indorses Wilson Policies, but Says 
It’s Time for a Rest. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, June 21.—In a letter to 
Chicago friends, E. C. Simmons of the 


Simmons Hardware Company: of St. 
Louis expresses sympathy with Presi- 
dent Wilson’s policies, but says he thinks 
it time to stop agitation for a while. He 
said, in part: 

“tT am entirely in sympathy and in 
harmony with the President’s policies, 
and have been ever since he was elected. 
My contention is that it. would be to the 
best interests of the country at large to 
have a little rest from the disturbing 
results of this ‘continued agitation of 
business matters, and, therefore, I feel 
confident that if further legislation on 
the subject of business control was post- 
poned until December it would be a 
very wise move on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. 

“There are two kinds of big business. 
One has grown naturally, fought its 
way up by honorable methods, has de- 
veloped by reason of square dealing 
with its customers, by reason of eco- 
nomics and hard work, intelligence, 
clean thinking, and planning. That kind 
of big business is not to be feared. 

‘“‘The other kind of big business I 
would call bad, and it is the one that 
needs regulation today. This is the re- 
sult of an unnatural throwing together 
ot a lot of heterogeneous elements, an- 
tiquated plants capitalized at high fig- 
ures, the principal ingredient of which is 
water, or unnatural associations, both 
of'men and methods, of manufacturing 
sites and the evident disposition on the 
part of -the promoters or managers to 
gain their ends by monopoly and com- 
petitions of a brutal kind, rather than 
on merit. 

** Federal regulation, in my opinion, is 
sure to come. At any rate, I am sure 
we are going to give it a trial. It is 
only a question of time when it will 
come.”’ 

Mr. Simmons again stated that the 
letters about business conditions which 
the firm sent out had nothing to do 
with his refusal to accept a position on 
the Federal Reserve Board, and told 
how the latter place was offered him. 
He says: 

‘““A representative of the President 
asked me here in St. Louis Friday, 
June 5, if I would accept a position on 
the Reserve Board if appointed, stat- 
ing that he spoke by authority, and 
saying that the President desired to 
know in advance whether the persons 
he wished to appoint would accept. Aft- 
er some further discussion I said: 

‘“‘* This is an unusual honor, for which 
I am profoundly grateful. How much 
time will you give me to consider it, 
and talk it over with my family?’ 

“He said he would like to have an 
answer immediately, and I said: 

“ ‘I will give you an answer on June 





‘“‘ Accordingly on the 8th I wired him 
— also wrote him, declining the posi- 

on. 

‘“‘My reasons for it were that I am a 
man of advanced years—I will be 75 
next September—and my health is not 
robust at all. 

‘The business letter that has been re- 
ferred to was not dictated or thought of 
until June. 9. 

“The newspapers quote the Presi- 
dent as saying business is as good as 
usual for this time of the year. With 
the greatest possible respect to him, I 
say he does not know as much about 
that as I do. I know that business con- 
ditions are very poor, although’they are 
better now than they were a month ago,

- MUST SEIZE MINES 


“General” John Brown Tells 
Tarrytown Audience of “ Civil 
War’”’ in Colorado. 


ROCKEFELLER MEN THERE 


Vote for Resolutions Favoring Con- 
fiscation—Oil Man’s Son Noti- 
fied of Meeting’s Action.

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., June 21.—An 
audience somewhat larger than the one 
which assembled a week ago to attend 
the first ‘‘ free speech’’ meeting here 
was present this afternoon at the Greek 
Theatre on the estate of Mrs. Charles 
J. Gould. Upton Sinclair led in the 
speechmaking, and his chicf-assistant 
was ‘‘Generail’’ John Brown, who led 
the striking miners at the-so-cailed bat- 
tle of Ludlow, Col. 

The crowd of between three and 
four hundred persons was in a better 
mood than last week, and they often 
interrupted the speakers with cheers, 
even when the speeches were against the 
Tarrytown authorities. For a few min- 
utes there was some concern caused by 
the arrival of a group of laborers from 
the estate of John D. Rockefeller. They 
were escorted to seats by Mrs. Gould 
in person. They joined in the applause 
more heartily even than the Tarrytown 
residents, and at the end joined in 2 
unanimous vote tlut ‘‘it was the sense 
of the meeting that President Wilson 
should seize the mines in Colorado as 
the only way of averting civil war.” 
Sinclair sent this telegram to John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr.: 

‘““A public meeting was held in your 
village. this afternoon to discuss the 
Colorado situation It was attended by 
about 500 \peleng A resolution was pro- 
posed declaring that the crimes com- 
mitted by the coal operators were such 
as to prove them unfit to hold the re- 
sponsibility of operating mines and to 
justify the President in seizing and 
operating them for the public benefit. 
This resolution was carried without a 
dissenting vote. This episode is called 
to your attention and proves what the 
people of your village think of the course 
you have taken in this matter.”’ 

Brown compared the plight of the men 
arrested in Tarrytown for attempting 
to speak on the streets to the plight-of 
the men who first spoke against the pri- 
vate ownership of the streets when there 
were ‘‘ toll gates ’’’ whose owners levied 
on travelers. He compared President 
Wilson’s present situation to that con- 
fronting President Lincoln after Fort 
Sumter was fired upon. 

‘“‘For when the mine guards turned 
the machine guns on the women and 
children of Ludlow,’’ Brown said, ‘‘ they 
opened a civil war that will not be less 
bitter than that which followed after the 
slave owners fired on Sumter. Presi- 
dent Wilson holds the situation in check 
for a day, but let him take his troops 
away and the civil war will flare out 
in all the fury of a bloody revolution. 
He cannot keep his. troops there perma- 
nently, so it follows that he must de- 
clare that civil war exists, with the 
consent of Congress, and seize the mines, 
as the old toll roads were seized, or 
he must withdraw the troops and let 
sf civil war blaze forth, as it surely 
will.”’ 

At the close of the meeting Sinclair 
announced that he was ‘through with 
Tarrytown,’’ and would never visit the 
place again to make a speech. He had 
accomplished all that he set out to do, 
he insisted, when he ed his ability

Harry Kulhn, Caught in Jersey 
City, Refuses to Betray His 
Confederates. 


BEGAN AS AN EMBEZZLER 


Worked in One of the Same Com- 
pany’s Stores and Fled with $409 
—New York Crooks His Aids. 


Harry Kulhn, 24 years old, one of a 
trio of thieves who committed numer- 
ous robberies in Jersey City, Union Hill, 
and West Hoboken last Summer, in- 
variably selecting the stores of the 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company 
for their work, was: arrested in Jersey 
City yesterday by Policeman John Mc- 
Dermott of the City Hall Station and 
Acting Detective Daniel Casey. Kulhn

confessed his part in the robberies, but 
refused to betray his companions. 

The crimes for which he is held were 
Sensational in their character. Kulhn 
and his two companions would dash up 
to a branch store of the Great Atlantic 
& Pacific Tea Company in an automo- 
bile and, while one of the men remained 
at the wheel of the auto with the power 
‘on and everything ready for a quick get- 
away, Kulhn and the third man would 
enter the store and while one of them 
covered the clerk with a revolver the 
other would go through the cash regis- 
ter. The trio cleaned up more than 
$1,000 in the two or three weeks they 
operated. The auto bandits always re- 
sorted to disguises, carefully concealing 
their features when entering a store for 
the purpose of robbery. 

Suspicion attached to Kulhn from the 
descriptions furnished by the clerks who 
were victims of the thieves and the fact 
that none but Atlantic & Pacific -Com- 
pany stores was robbed. Kulhn had 
been employed as a clerk at one of the 
Union Hill stores of the company, and 
on May 29, 1913, he disappeared, with the 
day’s receipts—$400. e was familiar 
with the habits of the employes of the 
stores, and knew the exact hour at 
which to make the hold-up with the cer- 
tainty of finding the clerk in the place 
alone. 

Kulhn disappeared just as the police 
got information indicating that he was 
the leader of the band. He was traced 
to Albany, and thence to Boston and 
other cities by Acting Detective Alex- 
ander Gallagher, who spent several 
months on his trail, but he always man- 
aged to elude capture. Policeman Mc- 
Dermott, who has not long been a mem- 
ber of the department, knew the: story 
of the hold-ups and of the efforts which 
had been made to arrest Kulhn. He 
learned yesterday that Kulhn was vis- 
iting a friend in Lafayette, near the 
McDermott home. With Detectives Casey 
and Gallagher he went to the house and 
caught Kulhn as he was endeavoring to 
escape by a rear door. 

When taken before Acting Chief of 
Police John Kelly, Kulhn confessed his 
crimes. He said that after embezzling 
the $400 from the store he had charge 
of he went to New York and got in with 
a gang on Third Avenue. He was well 
received while he had money, but when 
his $400 was gone he was not so popu- 
lar. He was intimate with two of the 
crowd, and with them arranged the 
hold-up jobs. He refused to give any 
information concerning the identity of. 
the other two men.

JAMES M. SWANK DEAD. 


A’ Leading Iron and Steel Expert 
and a Pioneer Protectionist.

PHILADELPHIA, June 21. — James 
Moore Swank, one of the foremost iron 
and steel experts in the country, author 
of iron and steel schedules in American 
tariff bills and a pioneer protectionist, 
a journalist, manufacturer, author, and 
publisher, died tonight at the Hotel 
Clinton. He was nearly 82 years oid 
and retired two years ago from _ the, 
head of the American Iron and Steel 
Association. His wife and his two sis- 
ters survive. The sisters live in John- 
stown and Wilkinsburg. 

Mr. Swank had been ill for three 
weeks and died of general debility. He 
was born in Westmoreland County, 
Penn., July 12, 1882. His great-grand- 
father on his mother’s side, John Moore, 
was a member of the Pennsyivania Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1776. 

As a boy of 7 years, Mr. Swank moved 
with his familyto Johnstown, Penn. For 
vears he was editor and publisher of 
The Johnstown Tribune, until 1869, when 
he went to Washington, becoming first 
clerk of the Committee on Manaufact- 
ures of the House of Representatives. 
In 1872 he resigned that position to as- 
sume his. duties as active head of the 
American Iron and Steel Association.

CUT TO PIECES, BUT LIVED. 


Edward Conlon, Hit by Train, Rec- 
ognized Police Captain.

HACKENSACK, N. J., June 21.—With 
a leg and an arm cut off, and his body 
badly ‘crushed, Edward Conlon was still 
alive when the Ridgefield Park police 
reached the spot where he had been 
struck by a freight train on the New 
York, Susquehanna & Western Railroad 
early this morning.
